Local enemy aliens of the United 
States, natives of the German Empire, 
or subjects of the German Govern- 
ment or the Austrian Government, 
males fourteen years old or over, and 
not naturalized as United States citi- 
zens must register between February 
4 and 9 according to a communication 
received by Postmaster Haws, who 
will have charge of the registration in 
this community. 

All alien enemies failing to register 
are liable to imprisonment for the 
duration of tlie war.

Mr. W. A. Cole could 
talk to him for an hour or two on 
the number of columns of publicity 
given throughout the l". S. on the occa- 
sion of the two-day pageant. given here, 
and on how to run a local paper de- 
voted to civic matters. Perhaps Mr. 
Loos could Like a day off. show "No- 
tions" Narbrook Park, and explain 
bow Mr. George M. Henry had an idea 
that twelve acres of swamp, mosqui- 
to-breeding and malarious, and an 
eyesore to passing, travelers on the 
Pennsylvania Kailoard, might In: beau- 
tified, and incidentally add many 
thousand of dollars to the taxable 
property of the community. As chair- 
man of the Park Development Com- 
mittee, he could give .exact figures of 
how many thousands of dollars it took 
to accomplish this, how many hours 
were spent in meetings, and how it 
did not cost the taxpapers a cent, 
except those who w.ere public-spirit- 
ed enough to buy the lots and im- 
prove them.
